Specifically the newly added limitations of claims 1, 25,26, and 29 are not addressed or refer to paragraphs [0064] and [0065] which 
do not exist (M.P.E-.P. 714.02). Because of the-procedure outlined in M.P.E.P. 2163.06 for interpreting the claims, it is noted that 
other art may be applicable under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 35 U.S.C. 103(a) once the aforementioned problem under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, is corrected..
